Unknown to the crowds of busy people who daily pass 
the spot thousands of coffins and human bones that lie in 
the vaults below the church of St. Martin-in-the-Fields are 
being removed in secret to the London Necropolis. 

Down at the back of the crypt where the men on the 
poverty-line go at nights there are four vaults, ‘It is esti- 
mated that in three of them there are about 3,000 coffins.

..the Government proposed to recommend to Pariliament, logisla- 
tion establishing a public corporation which would accquire Imperial 
Airways and British Airways. The Government, he anid, had been 
considering. the. question of ‘the most.suitable. instrument. for. deve- 
loping the country’s overseas civil aviation communications. ° In 
light of the large sums payable to an undertaking by way of subsidy, 
and of the opinions. expressed by the Cadman Committee, that divi- 
dends of subsidised air transport concerns should not exceed public 
utility rates, it appcared desirable to ensure that the large additional 
capital needed for development should be. raised on terms which 
would not prove unduly expensive to the exchequer. 

Moreover, rapid expansion ‘of : 
overstas services, coupled with the 
vast technical advances being made 
in this sphere, called for a pooling 
of resourves and the strengthening

NO TELEPHONES 


But both Mr. Guinness and Mr, 
Tyrone Guthrie, the ,producer, are 
nnxlous to stress. the fact that the 
modernity will not be strident. “No 
cocktails, no elgarettes,’ no tele- 
phones” has been the order of the 
day. In fuct, no more anachronisms 
than Shakespeare himsclf committed, 
as, for Instance, wher'he spoke of 
cannon in Macbeth 300 years before 
they were invented! 

“Actually, we are trying to make 
the production timeless rather thon 
modern,” sald Mr. Guthrie. ‘“The 
scenery Is rather Ilke the background 
of a classical portrait of the 
elghtéenth century. 

“The ‘modern’ dresses are largely 
uniform for the men and long 
dresses for the women — not 
Edwardian, certainly not neo- 
Georgian; indeterminate, yet decora- 
tive.

Cheers far Mr. Chamberlaln open- 
ed the sale of the herd. “We almost 
forgot the auction,” said Professor 
Carlyle, 

“Seven hundred Americans and 
Canadians who had arrived by aero- 
plane, railway, motor-car, and on 
horseback, almost rloted when the 
news of the Anglo-German pact 
came through from Calgary. 


“Women—wives and daughters 
of farmers—wept as they heard 
that the Empire wouldn't have to 
fight after all. 


"Gee, It was a grand Bight. I 
haven't seen such enthusiasm since 
the Duke’s last visit here. 


DISAPPOINTED 


“The ouctlon was rather a dis- 
appointment. We sold 111 head of 
cattle some of the best in the world, 
and only reallacd just over £2,000. 

“We ‘still hove about 20 head of 
cattle and some young bulls left. 
They will be auctloned next March, 


“The Duke has no Intention, he 
tells mo, of disposing of the ranch. 


“He is going to increase the num- 
bera of sheep and horses, 

“The wheat crop has been profit- 
able, and we may increase our acre- 
age also. At present, only 100 of the 
4,800 acres are under wheat, 

“Yes, sir, I'm more than sorry to 
see the old bulls go, but the Duke 
hag other plans, 


“He thinks cattle are too ex- 
pensive to keep up’on a small 
neale. Horses and sheep pay bet- 
“The sale won't make any differ- 
ence to the men here. We only em- 
ploy a dozen hands, and they're stay~ 
Ing on. 

“Most of them ure youngish. 
the eldest, and I'm only 70. 

“1 helped to start the ranch in 
1918, and It would bo a tragedy 
ff the Duke gave It up. But In 
his Inst letter to me ho said he had 
no intentlon of doing so. 

“A romantic idea made him start 
It. He once told me that as a boy 
he used to read Buffalo Bill stories. 
These gave him a yearning to sec 
cowboy life. . 


HIS GREAT REGRET 


“This wish was granted in 1919, 
. when he made his Canodlan tour, as 
Prince of Wales. He liked the Hfe 
so much that he made up his mind 
to become a rancher himself. 

""7t was his constant regret that 
ho couldn't Hve there permanent- 
ly.

A now section of the High 
Court to deal solely with matri- 
moninl cases was" among tho 
sweeping reforms advocated at

Law Socicty, held at Mancheatdr 
recently. 


The proposals were put forward 
by Mr, W. W. Gibsqn, a Newcastle- 
on-Tyne solicitor, in his presidential 
address.

Gibson's proposals, 
marised os follows: 


The Judicial Committes of the 
- Privy -Councll .should be the final 
court of appeal for the Empire be- 
yond the seas, Northern Ireland and 
Scottand. 


The House of Lords should be 
‘deprived of its functions as a court 
of law. o 


The Court of Appeal should be re- 
constituted in at least four divisions 
of three judges each and should 
form the final appeal court for all 
civil and criminal appeals from Eng- 
land and Wales. 


SMALL DEBT CASES 


The ‘King's Bench Divislon-—all 
Divisional Courts should be 
abolished, Admiralty business should 
be transferred to the King’s Bench, 
probate work to the Chancery Divi- 
sion, and the Probate, Divorce and 
Admiralty Division should retain 
only matrimonial causes and should 
be called the Divorce Division. 

-County Courts should be reconstl- 
tuted as district courts of the High 
Court, ‘and the jurisdiction of county 
court registrars in_ small debt cases 
should be increased to £20. 

Mr. Gibson held that the proposal 
that the King’s Bench Division 
needed a business manager was mis- 
guided, and would, It ndopted, do far 
more harm than good.

A FEW notes.of advice are always 
welcome {¢ those who intend to 
purchase a home.

How easy it is to attract the home 
buyer with beautifully decorated 
walls, first class sanitary fittings, 


and a” well laid out: garden. - These, |- 


ndmittedly, all go to add to the 
value of the house, but what of the 
defects which go unnoticed? These 
may eventually entail a yearly bill 
for repairs, 

In these ‘days consideration is 
given to amenity, with the result 
that-when the layman is interested 
in o piece of property this Js the 
primary factor to affect his decision. 
But he may well discover that the 
amenity in existence at the moment 
of purchase may be non-existent 
within’ slx months. It is therefore 
highly imoortont that the intending 
owner satisfy himself as to any fu- 
ture development, and what protec- 
tion the superior of the ground can 
offer to him. 


Wear and Tear 


Not infrequently ‘one hears of a 
house which is claimed to be in per- 
fect condition. Obviously, only a 
new erection can be classed In this 
category; deterloration in a greater 
or less degree fis associated with 
every passing year. 


If the building is old, the walls 
and roof will reveal the quality cf 
their- resistance .to time; if now, it 
Is wise to ensuro that the materials 
are well recommended. 

-It ts desirable to discover if the 
wells have a damp proof course, be- 
cause without this, no guarantee of 
o dry house can be given. In this 
direction, careful examination should 
be made for any signs of dampness, 
iwhich, if located, must be traced to 
Mts source. This may be simply rec- 
tifled, or on the other hand Involve 
unreasonable expenditure.
